| | 1. By mid-July 1952 the Northeast Coast Defense Corps had been organized to 


(126-17, 40-20) (BV-6968). This corps, which comprised three Chinese Communist 
armies, two North Korean divisions, and three Chinese Communist-North Korean 
mixed brigades, was part of a force defending the 39th parallel under the 
control of the Chinese.

Chinese Communist-North Korean Combined Anti-Aircraft Observation Units 


2, In esrly August a Chinese Communist-North Korean combined anti-aircraft 
observation unit was at Chutm-dong (126-05, 38-04) (BE-4417) where it had 
moved in early June 1952 from the north through Sariwon (125-45, 38-30) 
(yc-ho64}. The unit comprised 50 Chinese Communist soldiers and 90 North 
Korean soldiers, equipped with 5 anti-aircraft machine guns, 4 flat- 
trajectory guns, 2 anti-aircraft guns, 1 heavy machine gun, 1.light machine 
gun, and 1 radar set. During the day, the unit was given lectures on United 
Nations planes and instructed in the use of anti-aircraft artillery. 


3. In early August another Chinese Communist-North Korean combined anti-aircraft 
observation unit was 100 meters west of the Kohung (126-20, 39-19) (BU-7055) 
railroad station. In January 1952 this unit had been organized in T'unghua 
(125-57, 41-43) and then moved to Kanggye (126-36, 40-58) (BA-9837). In 
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mid-May ii moved to “ohung. This unit, which was primarily a training unit,
